Price reduction ts largely re- 
sponsible for the big fall-off in the 
stated value of our imports and ex- 
ports.

STRENGTHENING PLAN. 

The plan also provides for the 
strengthening of local co-operative 
live stock shipping association move- 
ments, the working out of an 
orderly marketing program to pro- 
vide an even flow of live stock to 
market, and a transportation de- 
partment to co-operate with the 
farm bureau. Statistics relating to 
all phases of the live stock industry 
will be compiled and the meat mar- 
ket will be expanded. 

' Authority to put inte effect « 
program of orderly marketing will 
be vested in the board of directors 
of a national live stock producers 
association, which will be incor- 
porated. Itg members will include 
individuals, co-operative live stock 
shipping associations, terminal com- 
mission associations and stocker and 
feeder companies.

Overtures preceding the fina! 
showdown were conducted in a dra- 
matic manner and involved two trips 
made by Mr. Obenchain to the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office. The first inti- 
mation that Mr. Woolwine wished to 
talk with her came to Mrs. Oben- 
chain, she said, through an emissary 
not connected with Mr. Woolwine. 

HOLD CONFERENCE. 

This was followed shortly after by 
the request that Mr. Obenchain visit 
the District Attorney's office. He was 
closeted there for about an hour late 
in the oon and returned for a 
conference with his former wife in 
the County Jai. Mrs. Obenchain 
sparred for time, wishing to consult 
with Mr. Erbstein before making a 
decision. 

Meanwhile, Dist.-Atty. Woolwine 
and his chief deputy, C. Doran, 


left the Hall of Records for dinner. 


About 7 p.m. Mr. Erbstein arrived at 
the jail and entered into conference 
with Mr. and Mra.

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UNION ABOVE THE UNIONS. 

At last the policy of strategic retreats 
on the part of the government in the face 
of the aggressions of organized labor has 
come to an end. 

The ultimatum issued by Atty.den. 
Daugherty to the leaders of the railroad 
brotherhoods and their complete capitula- 
tion in calling off the strike order mark a 
new period in the industrial life of 
America. 


This victory on the part of the govern- 


ment will be enthusiastically received by 
the great masses of the people, who have 
long been eager for organized labor to be 
reminded that the part is still less than the 
whole and that the unions can never be 
above the Union. 

Por five years now the processes of free- 
dom and of business have been hampered 
because organized laborers, and particularly 
the railroad unionists, have held over the 
heads of the people and their government 
the threat of a total paralysis of industry 
if their demands were refused. The Adam- 
son law, passed while labor-union leaders 
literally held a stop-watch over Congress 
and after they had dealt bluntly with the 
President, was but the beginning of a cam- 
paign of exploitation through intimidation. 

The result has been a steady decline in 
the efficiency of the workers and an accom- 
panying increase in the cost of operating 
the railroads and of conducting industry in 
all its phases. Out of this situation an era 
of class distrust and misunderstanding has 
inevitably grown. 

The mania for class rule, which found its 
fullest expression in the Bolshevist regime 
in Russia, has bad its counterpart in this 
country. The railroad brotherhoods were 
but the advance guard of a minority which 
was seeking to dominate completely that 
complex organism which we call America. 
That minority, like the one in Russia, was 
willing to shake the system to its very bot- 
tom, provided that in so doing it saw the 
hope of gleaning somewhat from the ruin 
which it had wrought. 

Although this struggle has been most 
acute in its manifestations in the railroad 
sphere, it has nevertheless reached into and 
poisoned almost every phase of our nation- 
al lite. 

In all lines of endeavor minorities have 
attempted to hold the big stick over majori- 
tiles. At the very time when there was the 
greatest need for stimulated production the 
blighting hand of unionism was laid most 
heavily upon industry and the words “not 
too fast” threatened to become the motto 
of millions. 

Thus that most monstrous of philosophies, 
“the less you do the more you are worth,” 
was propounded and preache on every 
street corner. Men became not richer, but 
more restiess, so that, even though they 
got their hands on more money, they were 
powerless to think of anything but spend- 
ing. 


Forgetting that there can be no prosper 
ity without production, they dreamed that 
as they worked less and less they would 
by some magic have more resources with 
which to procure leisure and happiness. 
Disregarding the fundamental fact that the 
welfare of all classes in this country reste 
upon and proceeds from our government 
and its program, they came to treat that 
government as something to be utilized, a 
thing to serve them instead of to be served 
by them. 

Sooner or later an awakening and a reck- 
ening hed to come. America could not be 
land of equal rights for all classes and 
the same time of special privileges for 
organized class. 

The government could not be endlessly 
driven and bullied, else it would cease to 
be anything more than a hollow name. It 
could not allow the welfare and the very 
means of life of the general public to be 
jeopardised by one group without exercises 
ing all of its resources to prevent such tac 
tics. 

Atty,Gen. Daugherty in voicing the pro- 
gram of the administration not only sald 
what millions of men and women in all 
walks of life have long been waiting for 
the government to say, but he said it in 
such a way as to leave no doubt in the 
mind of any man as to what be meant. 

The Times hoped from the outset that the 
leaders of the railroad brotherhoods would 
see the light and would exert themselves 
to avert a clash which, although it could 
have had but ome result, would have been 
upfortunate alike for the nation and the 
unionists. It hoped that organised labor 
would awaken in time to the new mood of 
the people and would not bring upon them- 
selves fruitiess suffering from a dual as- 
sault upon the government and the public. 

However, The Times believes that if the

ARDING ON THE NEGRO. 

President Harding's Birmingham 44 
dress on the race problem is the most sig- 
nificant utterance on the question of nation- 
alism since Henry W. Grady’s momentous 
speech on “The New South” before the New 
England Society in 1886. 

Grady in that masterful appeal, which to 
this day has its influence, called upon the 
North to get the southern viewpoint and to 
realize that a new South had arisen out 
of the ashes of the old. Harding appealed 
to the South to adopt the national rather 
than the racial viewpoint on one of the baf- 
fling issues before the republic. 

Grady invited the two sections to under 
stand each other. Harding urged the nation 
to rid itself of sectionalism through aiding 
the South in breaking the political and eco- 
nomic shackles which the negro question 
has fastened upon it. 

Courageous, sane, prophetic, his words to 
the white man and the black transformed 
what might have been merely a perfunc- 
tory message of good will at a municipal 
celebration into one of the really vital ut- 
terances by the Chief Executive. 

These two paragraphs alone would make 
the oceasion memorable: 


It would be helpful to have the word 
“equality” eliminated from this considera- 
tion, to have it accepted by men of both 
sides that this is not a question of so- 
cial equality, but of recognizing a fun- 
damental, eternal and inescapable dif- 
ference. Racial amalgamation there 
cannot be. Partnership of the races in 
developing the highest aims of al! hu- 
manity there must be if humanity is to 
achieve the ends which we have set for 
it. The black man must seek to be, and 
he should be encouraged to be, the best 
possible black man, and NOT the best 
possible imitation of a white man. 

I plead with my own political party 
to lay aside every program that looks 
to lining up the black mas as a mere 
political adjunct. The South should 
cease narrowing the negro's political 
rights. I would say Let the black man 
vote when he is fit to vote; prohibit the 
white man from voting when he is unfit 
to vote.” I wish that both the tradi- 
tion of a solidly Democratic South and 
the tradition of a solidly Republican 
black race might be broken up. 


Both the white man and the negro have 
suffered tremendously in the South through 
the misdirected efforts of each, proceeding 
as they did out of prejudices and conditions 
which have resulted in precisely the situa- 
tion against which the President ts battling. 

In chasing the phantom of social equality 
the negro, having been sent after that will- 
o’-the-wisp by scheming carpet-baggers, has 
neglected his opportunities to better him- 
self economically and politically, although 
his welfare and happiness have depended 
upon it. 

Similarly, the southern white man, en- 
couraged and preyed upon by unscrupulous 
office-reekers, has been rushed into ap at- 
titude toward the negro which has cost him 
his leadership in national affairs and has 
deprived him of the economic benefits which 
he could have derived from a more intelli- 
gent business policy toward the black man. 

Thus the South, by becoming a one-party 
section, has lost the cards which it former- 
ly played so tellingly in national issues and 
has at the same time forfeited the advan- 
tages formerly derived from the competi- 
tive stimulus of rival political parties judged 
on merit instead of in accordance with blind 
prejudice based upon the color line. 

The President's words were not only wise 
but well timed. There fs already a move- 
ment within the South for a new attitude 
toward the negro in politics and in Indus- 
tty. His address will strengthen that move- 
ment and in so doing benefit the South and 
the entire nation.

THE STRIKE. 

The news dispatches have not made it 
quite clear why the men on the Pennsylva- 
nia Raflroad were not called to go on @ 
strike, since that road has taken a leading 
part in fighting both the union and the La- 
bor Board. The truth may be found in the 
fact that there are hundreds and hundreds 
of employees of that system eligible for 
retirement on pensions and it would be a 
species of suicide for them to forfeit the 
rewards of long years of faithful service 
to the railroad just to satisfy a few radicels 
who have nothing to lose and everything 
to gain. These men have grown gray in 
the service of the Pennsylvania, have built 
homes and brought up families on wages 
that have always been liberal and satisfac 
tory and now, with perhaps no other income 
than the pensions they are about to receive 
from the road, it would have been pitiful 
folly for them to throw dows certain pro- 
vision for old age at the behest of men 
who cared nothing for them or their wel- 
fare. 

Then there are other employees who have 
gained lucrative salaries by reason of the 
good and satisfactory service rendered and 
they are in no wise tempted to quit the 
road and face conditions of want and hun- 
ger. Of course, they could not be tempeted 
or bulldozed into becoming tramps and eat- 
ing soup at near-beer joints. Sane men 
don't do such crazy things. They have 
been accustomed for years to sit at well 
filled tables with thelr wives and children 
and enjoy their homes. It would be dic 
cult to imagine such men going upon «a 
strike, taking the roof from their families, 
denying them the simplest necessities of 
life. 

There are also men who are in direct 
line for promotion te positions of not only 
higher salaries, but to easier hours. They 
have been looking forward to this promo- 
tion, many of them, for years, and for the 
time to come when they could and would 
heve more leisure, less actual labor and 
longer hours with their families. 

These are all considerations that men 
weigh before they take a leap into the dark- 
ness; and they certainly take a blindfold 
jump when they follow heedlessly bosses 
who are reckless of their own fortunes. 
When men's hair has turned gray and their 
shoulders begin to stoop they are not likely 
to think of war and trouble; their minds 
are with their homes and families, where 
peace and comfort and security await them. 
These things they cannot and will not sac 
rifice; the law of self-preservation, of com- 
mon sense steps in and reaches out a re- 
straining hand. And this is the reason why 
Lee did not order the trainmen of the Penn- 
sylvania to go out and commit suicide.
